City Still Faces Million Dollar Sewerage Decision 


“Built at a cost of approximate- 
ly $750,000, Belle Glade's sew- 
erage system, which went into 
operation in September, 1959, 
now sérves the most populated 
sector of the city. The system 
in operation now was termed 
"bobtailed" when it was order- 
ed by the city commission be- 
caused it called for the con- 
‘Fruction of only two systems 
in a master plan of 16 as de- 
signed by the engineering firm 
of Russell & Axon, 

Tbe engineers drafted a plan 
to erect six systems, treatment 
plant and required mains at a 
cost of $1,444,508. Although a 
straw vote referendum approv- 
ed a $1.1 million expenditure, 
subsequent councils decided 
(‘eat the plan took-in too much 
territory for the pocketbook. 

Roughly, the two systems, as 
built, provide sewerage for the 
area from S. W. Ave. E to Ave- 
nue A between Main St, and 
S, W. 10th St, with other short 
extensions 15 take in the build-

These ‘figures do not reflect 
contingency, fiscal and legal 
fees and engineering costs which 
would be included in another 
bond issue. The city is presently 
studying the ideas about how 
to finance the remainder of the 
city's sewerage.

First Systems 

Two areas almost certain to 
be first on the extension agenda 
will be System One and the 
packing house area in Systems 
Three and Four. Reasons for 
this are that more revenue 
could be realized from these 
two areas than other areas com- 
pared to the costs. 

System One, from the,canal 
to Avenue A west of the F. E. C 
tracks could be built with gra- 
vity lines only and connected 
to the, main life station. The 
packing houses use tremendous 
amounts of water which would 
meam better income to tlie city 
for this reason as well as the 
higher commercial rate. Sy- 
stem Qne’s estimate originally 
was $79,465. 

To extend sewers to the pack- 
ing house area would cost over 
$90,000 (Based on 1955 esti- 
mates) for the Whole of the two 
systems.

Low volumes of vegetables 
moved from the Glades área 
during the week partially due 
to the recent cold, the normal 
seasonal lull at -this time and 
the approaching holiday, Lin- 
coln's birthday. 

The quality of much of the 
produce is lower with the ex- 
ception of celery and some cab. 
bage and leaf offerings. Leaf 
items are being cut on order 
only, and the demand is gen- 
erally slow on most produce. 

Celery continued to dominate 
the bulk of the shipments with 
cabbage and leaf items second 
in volume. Total movement by 
truck and rail for the past week 


was 649 compared to 638 for ;. 


the previous week. Rail ship- 
ments alone for the week were 
25 more than the 275 the pre- 
vious week. 

The potato deal finished late 
last week. Corn and beans are 
in a lull until the latter part 
of March.

The discussion will cover all 
phases of the unusual project, 
only one of its kind ever un- 
dertaken, which wiped out a 
costly livestock pest by disper- 
sing billions of sterilized flies 
over thousands of square miles. 

"When dispersals ceased in 
mid-November, 1959 after only 
17 months' operation, about 
three BILLION sterilized screw- 
worm flies had been air-drop- 
ped over an area ranging up to 
85,000 square miles, and includ- 
ing most of Florida and parts 
of Alabama and Georgia. 

No positive screwworm case 
has been reported in Florida 
since June 17, 1959. 

A 14th member of the screw- 
worm team, Dr. R. C. Bushland 
of, Kerrville, Texas, is program 
chairman of the El Paso con- 
vention. He was visiting con- 
sultant for the eradication work 
in Florida. Other members are 
stationed at Washington, D. C. 
and Beltsville, Maryland.

Drugs now in use to treat 
high blood pressure represent 
one of the great advances of 
medical science during the past 
ten years according to the Heart 
Association of Palm Beach and 
Martin Counties. These drugs 
have given physicians new tools 
with which they can bring al- 
jmost all cases of high blood 
pressure under control, provid- 
ed of course the patient cooper- 
ates fully. 


In most cases the cause of] 


high blood pressure is not 
known. Doctors call the ail- 
ment “hypertension.” It is quite 
common. Estimates of the num- 
ber of Americans with high 
blood pressure range upward 
from about 5,000,000. Some 
authorities put the number af- 
fected as high as 15,000,000. 
Hypertension adds to the 
work of the arteries. It causes 
the heart to pump with increas- 
ed force. Over a period of years 
this may result in heart strain.

The drugs now being used to 
treat hypertension are design- 


individuals of strengthening the 
action of other, stronger drugs, 
enabling the doctor to use less 
of these to obtain the desired 
effect. 

Other groups of drugs dilate 
the blood vessels; especiall- 
those in the kidneys, thus help-* 
ing to ease the flow of blood. 
Finally, these are the nerve 
blocking agents which prevent 
the narrowing of arteries -by 
blocking excessive nervous re- 
actions which may affect them. 

In most cases of hypertension,

types, each seeking to accomp- 
lish the desired effect in a some 
what different way.- 

Perhaps the „most widely 
known of these drugs is the 
tranquilizer. Rauwolfia or "In- 
dian snaks root. This drug and 
its many dérivatves have -a 
quieting efiect on fe brain and 
help lessen nervous tension. This 
brings the elevated blood pres- 
sure down in many people. Rau- 
wolfia is often the drug the doc- 
tor tries first and is sometimes 
Prescribed in combination with 
others, 

Another drug that has been 
receiving some public attention 
of late is chlorothiazide, which 
stimulates the body to excrete 
salt. In some hypertensive pat- 
ients, this drug helps lessen the 
tendency of the blood vessels 
to constrict, or narrow. It has 
the interesting effect in many 


er the-blood pressure. But there 
is no simple "recipe" for treat 
ing hypertension. People re- 
spond to medicines in very in- 
dividual ways and the patient 
and his doctor may have to go 
through a period of trial before 
the drug or the combination of 
drugs is found that will work 
bést. 

How can you tell if you have 
high blood pressure? You can't. 
Even symptoms are not a goo 
clue. The diagnosis can only be 
made by a physician after exa- 
mination and careful evaluation 
of his findings. Only a physic- 
ian can tell you what you should 
do.
